The parkis 73 miles from Portland, Or. To get there take 
I-5 south to the Woodburn exit No. 27]. Then at 
Woodburn take highway 214 which will take you through 
the cities of Mount Angel and Silverton. The park is 15 
miles past Silverton on highway 214.

SUBJECT: ORDINANCE NO. 402 - RECEIVING AND TRANSMITTING ANTENNAS AND COMMUNICATION TOWERS 


Recommendation 
Staff recommends that the Planning Commission forward to the Board of County commissioners a recommendation that Ordinance No. 
402 be approved along with the modifications contained in Attachment B. 


Considerable opposition has arisen in the past to proposals to site radio transmitting antennas for cellular telephone service and emergency 
communications in residential areas, particularly on Cooper Mountain. Residents and property owners in the Cooper Mountain area 
submitted testimony during periodic review requesting that antennas and communication towers be prohibited in residential areas. 


As part of the Community Development Code update for 1991, the Board of County Commissioners decided on May 21, 1991, that a task 
force should be established to develop mutually agreeable standards for siting receiving and transmitting antennas and communication towers 
in Washington County. In response to this directive, a twelve member Task Force was formed to undertake this project. 


Members of the Task Force were selected in order to provide representation for the broad range of interests in this subject. (A copy of 
the Task Force membership is included as Attachment A.) A total of five meetings were held during the months of June, July and August. 


The Planning Division retained the services of Larry Epstein, an attorney in private practice, to assist the Task Force and County staff with 
the review of the complex issues related to communication towers and antennas. Mr. Epstein has considerable experience in providing local 
governments with assistance and guidance on this topic. 


Issues , 
The issues raised by persons in opposition to the siting of antennas and communication towers fall into three categories: 


Safety: The supporting tower structures are an attractive nuisance and may be subject to collapse. This would be particularly hazardous 
if tower failure should occur in a residential area. 


Aesthetics: Radio antennas and towers are unsightly, do not blend in with surrounding land uses and lower the value of other properties 
in the vicinity. 


Health Hazards: Electromagnetic energy (radio signals) emitted from antennas may have detrimental effects on the health of people 
living nearby. 


Planning Division Staff has also identified two issues that should be addressed. First, antennas and communication towers are not a clearly 
specified use in the FD-10, NC, OC, CBD, GC, INS and R-COM.land use districts. Towers and antennas could appropriately be located in 
these districts. Second, existing standards In the Code do not adequately respond to all the design and siting issues that arise when reviewing 
this type of development. . 


Current Regulations 


The Washington County Community Development Code currently allows “radio, television and other transmitters or related towers" 
through a Type Il and/or Type Ill procedure in all districts except in the FD-10, NC, OC, CBD, GC, INS, and R-COM land use districts. 
The antennas and towers are allowed subject to the standards In Section 430-109 of the Code. These standards generally address location, 
design, setbacks, access, screening, and buffering. Towers and antennas used by public agencies for emergency communications are exempt 
from most of the standards. 


Radio, television and other transmitting antennas and towers are not topics that are directly addressed by the Statewide Planning Goals. ORS 
Chapter 215 does state, however, that transmission towers over and under 200 feet in height may be established in areas zoned for exclusive 
farm use. 


The Federal Communication Commission maintains a large body of policies and rules governing the use of radio signals. The "central location 
doctrine” of the FCC states: 


A transmitting antenna... shall be located at the most central point at the highest elevation available... The antenna must be constructed 
so as to be as clear as possible of surrounding buildings and objects that would cause shadow problems. 


According to Regulating Radio and TV Towers (American Planning Association, Planning Advisory Service, Report No. 384), the central 
location doctrine means that: 


A local jurisdiction can prohibit the construction of towers at one or more sites, providing that other suitable sites are available. However, 
a local jurisdiction cannot ban all new communications facilities outright or impose a permanent or open-ended moratorium. The FCC has 
the power to issue construction permits that override such a local prohibition, and a permanent or open-ended moratorium may violate 
First Amendment freedoms of the Sherman Antitrust Act. 


Realizing that an outright ban on receiving and transmitting antennas and communication towers in residential areas was not advisable because 
of FCC considerations, the Task Force took a different approach. This approach involved drafting regulations favoring and encouraging the 
siting of these facilities in non-residential land use districts. This was accomplished in several ways. First, the following uses would be allowed 
in the NC, OC, CBD, GC, IND, and INS districts through a Type | procedure: 


Receiving and transmitting antennas and communication towers subject to the height and setback requirements of the underlying land 
use district. 


Receiving and transmitting antennas and communication towers located ona structure other than. a communication towerand extending 
no more than thirty (30) feet above the structure, subject to the requirements of the underlying district. 


Other antennas and towers less than two-hundred (200) feet would be allowed through a Type Il procedure; those over two-hundred feet 
through a Type Ill procedure. 


Second, sitings allowed in the R-5, R-6, R-9, R-15, R-24, R-25+, FD-10, AF-5 and RR-5 land use districts would be much more restrictive. 
No antennas or towers would be allowed through a Type | procedure. Only antennas located on existing structures, buildings or towers 
would be allowed through a Type Il procedure. This was done to encourage new antennas to use existing structures and buildings rather 
than to construct new free-standing towers. All other towers would require a Type Ill review procedure. In addition, the maximum height 
for any antenna or tower In these residential districts would be limited to one-hundred and fifty (150) feet. 


Third, more restrictive development standards are proposed for antennas and towers in residential districts than for those in non-residential 
districts. Setbacks in residential areas must equal at least the height of the tower; in non-residential areas they need be only thirty percent 
of the height of the tower, and in some instances much less. In addition, all Type Il and Ill applications In residential districts must provide 
an alternative sites analysis, and Type Ill applications must prepare a shared use plan that allows for additional antennas to be installed on 
the new tower by future users. 


The issue of safety has been addressed In several ways. Some of these include increased setbacks in residential areas to provide an additional 
margin of safety, evidence of proper engineering required to be submitted at the time application (sic), and requirements for biennial 
inspections of certain towers. . 


Aesthetics are also considered in a number of ways by the proposed development standards in 430-109. These include design and location 
criteria to minimize degradation of scenic views and vistas, retention of existing vegetation, minimum requirements for screeningand buffering, 
and painting and illumination restrictions. 


The health hazard issue is addressed by the addition of very detailed standards regulating “non-ionizing electromagnetic radiation” (radio signal) 
emissions. These standards are modeled after those developed and adopted by Multnomah County in 1982. The proposed standards, 
contained in Section 430-109.3(E), are among the most restrictive emission standards in the United States at this time. 


ev 
Subsequent to filing Ordinance 402, the Task Force identified several changes to Section 430-1 09.4 that were needed to to [sic] further clarify 
the requirements of this section. These changes are shown in Attachment B. 


Ordinance 402 is the culmination of numerous hours of staff and consultant research and Task Force deliberations. The final product 
represents a general consensus of the Task Force membership. However, it must be pointed out that not all Task Force members are in 
one-hundred percent agreement with all provisions of the final product. Individual members have been encouragedto present their differences 
of opinion during the public hearing process before the Planning Commission and Board of Commissioners. 


Planning Division staff concludes that Ordinance 402 in its current form is an acceptable compromise that addresses all the concerns raised 
by the Task Force membership.

430-109.4 Additional Standards for Type II and Ill Applications in Residential Districts 


A. Alternative sites. If anew communication tower is proposed, other than as a replacement for an existing tower, the applicant shall make a diligent, 


good faith effort to show: 


(1) That other existing or approved communication towers and other existing or approved structures cannot accommodate the antenna(s) planned 


for the new tower. Planned antenna(s) cannot be accommodated on another existing or approved tower or other structure if: 
(a) The antenna(s) would exceed the structural capacity of existing and approved towers, considering their existing and planned use; 
(b) The antenna(s) would cause RF interference with other existing or approved antennas, and that interference cannot be prevented at reasonable 
cost; 
(c) Existing or approved towers or other structures do not have space on which the proposed antenna(s) can be placed so that it will fulfill the 
purpose for which It is Intended or so that it will provide roughly equal access to the user group or area;
